EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In line 17 of claim 17 the word "latch" has been replaced with --edge detector--. 
In line 17 of claim 20 the word "latch" has been replaced with -edge detector--. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The non-patent information cited in the disclosure statement filed 12/23/03 has 
been considered and listed on a US PTO form 892. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 3-22 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 3- 

5. and 7-14 are allowed because the closest prior art of record fails to disclose an edge 
detector comprising a level detector means, a first logic NOR gate, a second logic Nor 
gate, a set/reset latch, a first logic NAND gate, and a third logic NOR gate in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the claims. Claim 6 is allowed because the 
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closest prior art of record fails to disclose a circuit wherein the drain of the pull-up 
PMOS transistor is coupled to the drain of the NMOS pull-down transistor and to the 
clock signal in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. Claims 15-16 are 
allowed because the closest prior art of record fails to disclose a method for 
regenerating a clock signal which includes generating a pull-up control signal in 
response to the detecting of the rise edge of the clock signal in combination with the 
rest of the limitations of the base claims and any intervening claims. Claims 17-22 are 
is allowed because the closest prior art of record fails to disclose a circuit wherein the 
edge detector includes a level detector means and a first logic circuit and a latch 
coupled to the edge detector in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
